Before Hermon Students 


The United States Navy is 
eager to convoy American mer- 
chant ships to Britain, according 
to Harrison Lakin, formerly of 


the consular and diplomatic ser- 
vice, who addressed the assembly 
of Mt. Hermon school last Satur- 
day. He added that he gained this 
information from sources. close 
to the navy in Washington, and 
that it was his opinion that, if the 
situation grew steadily worse, con- 
voying should be done. 

In his talk Mr. Lakin pointed 
out that the creator of the so- 
called New Order had, so far, 
created nothing but disorder. 
Fascism in Italy, aggression by 
Japan, revolution in Russia, and 
conquest in Europe have all pro- 
duced nothing that is new nor 
better. 

The speaker stated that the 
United States has decided to build 
up its d&fense because, from 
events abroad, it seems that it is 
no longer possible to remain on 
the sidelines. Nation after na‘ion 
has been forced, against its will, 
to either fight for its life or sub- 
mit to superior force. Hitler de- 
mandg that a country be either 
for him or against him. Conse- 
quently, this country is arming 
feverishly. And, while it is arm- 
ing, it is giving all-aid to Britain 
and to China. 

When Hitler decided that he 
would have to postpone his in- 
vasion of England, he began to 
work on the various parts of the 
British Empire. Hence Hitler is 
busy in the Balkans, where he 
hopes to reach Suez. Mr. Lakin 
said that he thought it would be 
a miracle if the Allies can hold 
out long against Germany in the 
Balkans. However, the pnospect of 
invasion of England is quite un- 
likely anyway.

For sometime we have been ex- 
tending aid to valiant Greece, 
where in excess of $2,000,000 in 
supplies and cash has been made 
available for relief. Through the 
generosity of the American people 
and by reason of additional sup- 
plies made available for distribu- 
tion by us through a congressional 
appropriation, we have been able 
to move swiftly in both instances.”

The Family Garden 


For centuries the well stocked 
larder and, the well spread table 
have been considered natural ad- 
vantages of Matsachusetts rural 
life. A home supply of vegetables, 
poultry, fruit, and. milk can sup- 
ply a bountiful living for a family 
all during the year. Right now 
most families are’making plans to 
plant their vegetable gardens. 
They are planning gardens with 
a wide variety—from asparagus 
early in May to parsnips the fcl- 
lowing spring—vegetables enough 
to can and store for year around 
abundance. These men and wo- 
men know that the family with a 
home garden, with freah vege- 
tables in abundance, nearly al- 
ways has a nourishing diet, while 
the family which must buy its 
food frequently sybsista on a diet

For a family of five a garden ‘ 


about 50 by 100 feet should pro- 


duce an ample supply of vege- 
tables, 


If the home garden is small, be 
sure to make every foot of land 
work all the time. When one cnop 


is harvested, another should take [' 


its place if there is sufficient time 


and room for its proper growth. |; 
Short season crops usually can be |‘ 
grown before or after, or even |} 
with the long season crops. Let- |: 
tuce, spinach, peas or beets will], 


be harvested when it is time to 
plant late cabbage, 
tomatoes, peppers, or beans. Let- 
tuce, beets, spinach beans or turn- 
ips may follow early cabbage, 
corn, peas or beans. This is known 
as succession cropping. Lettuce, 
apinach, or radidhes may be 
grown between the rows of slow- 
er growing crope such as cabbage 
and celery. This is called com- 
panion cropping. 

When planting your garden be 
sure to make the rows straight. 
A good garden line ia as necessary 
as any other garden tool. Do not 
crowd the rows. A few minates 
every day or a few hours avery 
week are much better both for 
the garden and the @ardener tnan 
a full day or two every month. 
An hour’s weeding in time wil! 
usually save hours of work later. 

Residents of Massachusetts may 
obtain without charge the Mass- 
achusetts State College Extension 
Service's leaflet No. 59 entitled 
“The Home Garden.”’ This cight- 
page leaflet contains many help- 
ful suggestions for the home 
gardener. lt gives planting times, 
the beet varieties of vegetables 
to plant, information on prepar- 
ing and fertilizing the soil, pest 
control and other information. To 
get a free copy of this leafet, 
write to the Mailing Room, Massa- 
achusetta State College, Amherst, 
and ask for leaflet No. 59.
